How Experiments With the X 
Rays Machine Go On.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Of all the experi- 
ments made in connection with the X rays 
the oddest are how being conducted, it is 
reported, in the laboratory of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. The intent 
of the “investigation is to determine the 
possibility of using the rays, to impress 
images of objects on the center of the brain. 
It is thought by exposing the center of the 
brain for the reception of mental images 
to the action of the rays, carrying, for 
instance, a complicated anatomical plate, 


the image of the plate will become fixed 
on the brain without the fatigue and li- 
ability to error inherent in the ordinary 
method of learning. The experiments have 
been conducted as follows: 

A microphotographic negative is made 
on a specially prepared plate, the negative 
is fixed in a bath which leaves a deposit 
of reduced metal easily permeable by the 
rays. Then the negative is placed in a closed 
camera together with a crooked tube capa- 
ble of producing a powerful radiation of 
the necessary rays. The box is applied to the 
back of the skull, over the centers for 
vision and certain mental processes. The 
exposure lasts for about two hours. It is 
found to be necessary to put the subject to 
sleep during the exposure, as the images 
are apt to become confused with those ob- 
tained .by the ear and eye. It is found 
necessary to shave the part to which the 
camera is applied, as hair is found to oper- 
ate against the highest efforts of the rays. 

Experiments made on animals gave results 
regarded as most promising. In one experi- 
ment a bone lying in an out-of-the-way 
corner of she room had been previously 
tat fe The dog Was exposed to the 
nfluence of the picture through the rays. 
On being released after @ sufficient exposure 
the dog hunted up the bone, showing’ that 
there was an image of it in his mind.

James B. Hayes Puts a Bullet in 
His Brain. 


DISAGREED WITH HIS WIFE. 


Wher Reconciliation Was Hopeless He 
Wound Up a Spree With an At- 
tempt to Kill Himself. 


James B. Hayes, Assistant Superintendent 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., with 
an office at No. 1 North Broadway, shot 
himself in the head in the Pine Knot Saloon, 
Eighteenth and Pine streets, yesterday af- 


ternoon. The bullet entered the right tem- 
5 about two inches forward of the ear and 
odged in the brain. 

He died shortly before M o’clock last night. 

Domestic” troubles led to the tragedy. 
Hayes — ‘his wife sy had serious .disa- 
greeme for some and there has been 
talk of a separation. This fact so preyed 
upon the maps mind that he seems to have 
made up his mind Friday night to end 
his life. He said nothing of his intentions 
to his friends, but, contrary to his usual 
custom, he began drinkin heavily and 
acted as if he were greatly depressed, 

His companion Friday night and Saturday 
morning was F. D. Slatterbach, an intimate 
acquaintance, and the two men seem to 
have -made the rounds of nearly all the 
down-town saloons. 

At 1 o’clock Saturday afternoon they 
wound up at the Pine Knot Saloon. Hayes 
was very drurk, but his companion was 
comparatively sober. 

After entering the saloon Hayes and 
Slatterbach sat down at a table and as 
nearly as the bar-tender — able to glean 
from the fragments of conversation which 
reached his ears the latter was pleading 
with the insurance man to sober up and go 
home. He was greatly in earnest, but 
Hayes gave the advice little heed. 

After remaining at the table fdr several 
minutes Hayes arose and walked unsteadily 
to the steps leading to the lavatory, which 
is located in the basement, He disappeared 
and his friend remained seate&é awaiting

Junta: 
BAYAMO, Cuba, Jan. 28, 1896. 
“Senor T. Estrada Palma, President Cuban 

Junta, New York: . 

“My Dear Sir— Having an opportunity to 
send you a few lines, I write to ifform 
you of our great success. We are now oct- 
cupying Bayamo, which we took from the 
enemy on January 16. We made the attack 
on the 9th, but finding that the enemy out- 
numbered us two to one, we withdrew and 
made preparations for the use of dynamite 
in order to force our way in and not with 
the intention of slaughtering so many. There 
were 320 killed in the wap logon. * nearly 
as many wounded. 

“I have sent 300 men and a pase train un- 
der Lieut. Munson to accompany Sergt. 
Anderson to the south coast, when the lat- 
ter will leave in a small boat with two 
natives for Port Antonio, Jamaica. There 
he will meet a steamer from New York 
bringing 1,000 rifles, 1,000,000 cartridges, 800 
machetes and two or more small field 
pieces, together with a lot of revolvers and 
dynamite. These have all been supplied by 
private subscription. Immediately on receipt 
of this war material. I will leave here for 
the West, and co-operate with Gens. faintest 
and Mateo. I have received a large sup 
of arms from the enemy here. I will — an 
with about 1,800 or 2,000 men, all armed. 

“We have been received with open. arms 
by all except the enemy, and we have forced 
ourselves on the latter in such a way that 
they could not resist us. Hoping that you 
may never hear of our defeat, and that all

OEB-OENT LETTER POSTAGE, 


The committee of the National Board 
of Trade, appointed to look into the ques- 
tion of one-cent letter postage, has issued 
a circular giving its conclusions upon 
what seems to have been a thorough in- 
vestigation of the subject. The move- 
ment for one-cent letter postage is not 
new. and the Post-Dispatch some time 
ago objected to a sweeping reduction 
which would merely have the effect of 
increasing the deficit of the Postal De- 
partment, leaving the tax-payers to 
shoulder a burden which should be borne 
by certain large users of the mails who 
now take advantage of rulings on the 
postal laws to the detriment of the ma- 
jority of the department’s patrons. The 
committee's report deals fully with this 
question and makes certain recommend- 
ations which, if carried out, would do 
away with these abuses and by making 
the department self-supporting render 
one-eéent letter postage feasible. 
Instead of reducing letter postage to 
one cent per ounce, the committee makes 
the consefVative suggestion that letters 
should be charged one cent for each half 
ounce. It also recommends that second- 
class matter, at the present rate of post- 

„ should be restrieted to bona fide 
newspapers, It is in what is called 
second-class matter that the greatest 
abuses of postal facilities have grown up. 

It is a remarkable fact that while ithe 
carrying of letters, or first-class matter, 
nets the Government a profit of 375 per 
cent, this @econd-class matter, as at 
present lumped together, entails a loss of 
over 87 per cent. This is because the 
Government has been carrying as secondg- 
class matter all sorts of advertising pub- 
lications, 
mora! books, at rates which actually fur- 
nished a bonus to the publishers, without 
which ‘they would have * to suspend 
publication.

AN EXCELLENT ORDER. 


Judge Klein was deservedly compli- 
mented by the members of the bar for his 
order in a referee case in which dilatory 
tactics were eharged on affidavit. The 
rule he made in the particular case te 
which his attention was called should be 
the general rule adopted by all referees. 

In the order he laid down the rule 
that the hearing should proceed with 
due speed from day to day until it is 
concluded; that no continuances or de- 
lays be allowed upon the application of 
either party except upon affidavit show- 
ing good cause; that no postponements 
or delays shall be allowed by the referee 
upon the application of either party for 
the mere convenience of counsel. . 

The prevalence of lynching and of 
anarchistic discontent is in great measure 
due to the delay of justice which brings 
the law and the courts into discredit with 
the people. Unnecessary delays cause a 
denial of justice which tends to destroy 
confidence in the law. Such à rule as 
Judge Klein laid down in the case re 
ferred to would remove the cause of 
much of the dissatisfaction that now 
exists with the law's administration,

4 GOOD ROADS SUGGESTION, 


The suggestion of Mr. Henry Budd, 
the New Jersey Public Roads Commis- 
sioner, that the coming highways will be 
of steel is found to be a good one, when 
properly understood, Of course roads 
completely covered with steel or any 
other metal are out of the question, but 
stee] trenches or tracks in which wagon 
wheels can run without sinking are prac- 
tical, and Mr. Budd shows they are also 
economical. | 
In behalf of this style of road Mr. Budd 
calls attention to the ease with which 
loads can be drawn, even where only 
one side of a wagon is on a metal track. 
It is well known that drivers of loaded 
vehicles prefer the street car tracks to 
any other part of the roadbed, although 
they can make use of but one side of it. 
Mr. Budd says a horse can draw twenty 
times as heavy a load over steel rails 
as he can over a dirt road, and five times 
as much as over a macadam road. 

A macadam road 16 feet wide costs on 
an average $7,000 a mile. According to 
Mr. Budd, the cost of a double steel rail- 
road 16 feet wide, filled in with broken 
stone, macadam size, would be $6,000 
per mile, .while @ single track country 
road need only cost $2,000 a mile. 

The rails to be laid on such a road 
would be of the thickness of boiler plate, 
formed like a gutter, 5 inches wide, with 
a square perpendicular shoulder half an 
inch high, then an angle of one ineh 
outward, slightly raised. This would 
form a conduit for the water and permit 
the wheels ‘to enter or leave the track 
easily. 

What a boon, both to wagon drivers 
and bicyclists, such a road would be! 
If Mr. Budd ean get a trial road of this 
kind built in New Jersey, he will be a 
benefactor to the country.

AF SCHOOL BIBLE. 


Compiled by All ‘Oreeds and for Ohi- 
caga’s Use. | 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 15.—The new Bible, 
prepared for the use of public schools, has 
been completed. It will now be submitted 
to the Board of Education, who will pass 
judgment ypon it. The aim of those who 
compiled the book was to prepare a work 
that would be unobjectionable to any re- 
ligious denomination. 

It is twenty-two years since the Board of 
Education discontinued the reading of the 
Bible in the public schools of Chicago. Up 
to 1874, it was a regularly prescribed duty of 
the teachers to read a portion of the sacred 
volume to their scholars every day. 

By some this exercise wag relished and 
approved, but to others it became increas- 
ingly distasteful. ‘Lhe opposition to it grew 
and after a long and stubbornly contested 
battle, the Bible was evicted from the pub- 
lic schools. A few years ago a movement 
was begun to reinstate the Bible. 

The book, which has just been completed, 
is the outgrowth of a suggestion made by 
Prof. David Swing that a committee con- 
sisting of Protestants, Catholics, Jews and 
others compile a book for the use of the 
schoo] children made up of selections from 
the Bible. 

At the beginning it was decided that the 
version recognized in courts by English law 
when appeals to the Bible are made should 
be the one from which the selections shou 
be taken, as the school is established p 
eminently for the State. 

For the convenience of the children and 
better to facilitate the work, thé book 15 
graded in its arrangement.

Briefly, the story told by Garfield was this: 
At the beginning of the session Stevens 
asked Stanton to name a friend of his as 
lieutenant-colone! in the Union Army, then 
rapidly decimating the Southern forces. The 
proud and haughty Stanton ignored the re- 

uest. Stevens was chairman of the House 
Committee on Appropriations; on the floor 
of the House he was more than that—he was 
absolute master. His every lead was bii 
followed by the House. a 

When Stanton presented the war budget 
for the armies of the republic, Stevens sent 
word to him: “No appointment, no money 
for the army.” 

Stanton dared him to defeat or hold up 
the war budget for such a cause and the 
fiery cripple at once accepted the gauntlet. 
He held up the bill; had it purposely de- 
feated, reconsidered and left pending three 
days before the constitutional expiration of 
the session. Stanton was furious, but pow- 
erless. He yielded; Stevens’ friend was ap- 
pointed lfeutenant-colonel; the army budget 
was passed. without amendment by both 
Houses under a suspension of the rules. 
From that day to this regular appropria- 
tion bills have never been defeated.

The passage of the Torrens law in Illinois 
Was due to the work of the Chicago Real 
Estate Board. ‘Titles.in Chicago have been 
a subject for endless litigation, particu- 
larly since the fire of 1871 swept away all 
the records of Cook County. Abstract firms 
have grown rich through furnishing ab- 
etracts of title to land owners, while a large 

ercentage of all the business done by the 
awyers has been in the way of land busi- 
ness. The fact that abstracts and lawyers’ 
fees cost so great a sum as to oftentimes 
prevent sales of real estate caused the 
members of the Real Estate Board to 
favor the passage of the law, embodying the 
Torrens system. The bill was prepared by 
the e@ettorney of the Real Estate Board and 
ac mittee was appointed by the board 
to work in its behalf. It was a matter of 
congratulation: to members of the board 
that the bill should pass successfully, and 
it was first put into effect in the county of 
which Chicago comprises the major part.

50, and 
this ingluded an abstract filed with the 
deed. The cost for securing and filing 
the trust deed was $3. Under the old Sys- 
tem the expense connected, with this trans- 
action would not have 1 less than $50 
and it might have reached $100. This was the 
fourth certificate issued frém the Regis- 
trar’s office. More than one hundred appli- 
cations have already been filed in the Re-

MANY PLACES OF WORSHIP. 


A Divine Who Has Studied the ter 


Discusses the Emigration 6! 
Churches Westward. 


Rev. Dr. J. W. Cunningham of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, ts perhaps 
as well posted on evangelical conditions in 
St. Louls as any man in any church. He has 
been a member of the church for fifty years 
and for the last eighteen years has belonged 
to Centenary Church. He lives at 1414 Lu- 
vas. place. He said yesterday: 

“A West End preacher recently said: ‘For 
fears the churches have been moving west- 
ward, not. because the population has left 
them, but because the rich have left them.’ 

„ live in the East End’ and have held 
church membership therein for eighteen 
years, and beg leave to submit some fac‘s. 

“The East End is bouflded by the preacher 
referred to ag lying between Eighteenth 
street and the river and CRouteau and Cass 
avenues, and the estimated population is 
150,000. Records in the City Hall show that 
the population is only about 75,000. I knew 
when there were twenty 


many families to move westward, into 
which section street car lines were runnin 
not rich people alone, but those of small 
means who found it cheaper to go further, 
than to remain where business made higher 
rents than they could pay 

“St. John’s Methodist was the pioneer 
church in the West End. It was built by 
First Church members, then at Washing- 
| ton avenue and Eighth street. 

“For years First Church congregations - 
were very large, but moving populations, 
of rich and poor, made the attendance very 
small. One of its pastors said: ‘My mem- 
bership ts scattered from the river to the 
ends of the earth.’ First Church was at 
last compelled to go westward, and so it 
was with sister churches of all denomi- 
nations, 

“It has been said that Catholics never sell 
church property or abandon a place once 
occupied.’ It was not so in the East End. 
They owned nearly two squares of ground 
west of Ninth street, and runhing from 
Washington to Lukas avenue, On one cor- 
ner was St. Louis} University and on the 
other St. Xavier’ Church, The ground 
was sold and church and university are; 
now on Grand avenue. The church did not 
deem it wise to retain even a mission enter- 
prise in the vicinity of the old place of 
worship, which they saw was to be a busi- 
ness region.

supplies this country has on hand? Either! 
the Liverpool trade have Rotten, over their 
scare, or else they have sold out their long 
wheat on the boom they helped inaugurate 
= engineer. It is true that United King- 
om supplies are much Jess than a year ago, 
as is also the amount Afloat for that coun- 
try. There is no doubt about the shortage in 
the Argentine crop and its poor quality, of 
the lack of an exportable surplus in Aus- 
tralia, of the short crop in India and that 
Russian ports are still closed by ice. But 
United Kingdom imports have increased 
materially of late, thipugh larger arrivals 
off coast. Liverpool's Stock increased week 
before last and probably did so this past 
week; the Argefftine is exporting more 
wheat than was looked for, this past week’s 
shipments being 800,000 bushels. Since the 
resent season opened that country has ex- 
orted 1,440,000 bushels, against 1,800,000 
bushels for same time last year and 2,000,- 
000 in 1894, and that not so much of a de- 
crease. India is liable to open up her earth 
pits and turn loose her horde of buried“ 
wheat, and the opening of navigation is not 
far away for Russia. That country holds 
heavy stocks, too. So probably the En- 
glish trade are not now so uneasy as they 
were represented to be some time ago. 


With the Englishman bac k on Easy street, 
or getting there, the heavy stocks on this 


side and their failure to decrease as they |} 


should at this season becomes a more and 
more dominating factor. The decrease 
last Monday of 615,000 bu in the visible was 
a disappointment and the next decrease 
promises to be even much less than that. 
As long as that Northwestern crop keep up 
the gait it started with when it begun 
moving to market, just so long, it would 
appear, will our visible bring a high level 
in amount.

The dog arrived at his journey’s end and 
it was seen at once that he was ill. A dis- 
ease of the liver and 2 had developed 
and in two or three days he died. Shortly 
afterwards Mr. Robinson brought suit be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace for the value of 
the dog, alleging negligence on the part of 
the defendant company. That was severel 

ears ago. The facts as given above were 
Sreught out. The contention of negligence 
on the ground that the dog had been con- 
tinuously confined too long presented a new 
question in jurisprudence to the magisterial 
mind. The defendant company urged that 
a fast train did not stop long enough at 
stations to permit a passenger dog to run 
around and pick up acquaintances and ex- 
ercise his limbs.

It has not been known for a long time that 
carbolic acid was one of the most power 
ful of germicides, hence its common use 
as a disinfectant. Experiments made by 
bacteriologists with d e germs artifi- 
cially cultivated, have demonstrated that 
the micro-organismg succumb within 24 
hours at the furthest to this acid. Experi- 
ments have been made, based on this knowl- 
edge, with a view of killing the bacilli 
in the human gystem by this means, but

After a long series of experiments Dr. 
Edson arrived at the solution in the formula 
which has been given, and which he bélieves 
is effective and at the same time harmless. 
Taking a number of physicians into his con- 
fidence, aseptolin was tested as a cura- 
tive in As cases since last September, but no 
results were announced until last week. 

Of the As cases treated the results alleged 
are as follows: 

Twenty-three have been discharged cured, 

Sixty-eight have so far progressed to- 
Wards recovery tha) the attending physi- 
clans announce their belief in the certainty 
of a cure being effected. 

Ninety-one show rovement, but have 
not deen under treatment long enough to 
warrant a definite prognosis. ; 

In thirty-two cases the improvement 
shown was only temporary. 

In four cases no improvement was shown, 
and one of these died. It is alleged, how- 
ever, that in all of these cases the patients 
were in the last stages; other treatment had 
been abandoned, and at no time did the phy- 
sicians entertain the slightest hope of a re- 
covery. The treatment was resorted do only 
as a forlorn hope. 

The net result of the reported cases shows 
twenty-three of 218 or ll per cent cured; 
sixty-eight cases or A per cen? on the way 
to recovery; thirty-six cases or 16 2-3 per cent 
no permanent improvement; the remaining 
cases not passed on. The centage of act- 
ual and promised cures larger and the 

ercentage of no permanénd. improvement 
neomparably smaller than in any of the al- 
leged consumption cures previously an- 
nounced. The value of the discovery of 
aseptolin therefore depends upon the per- 
manency of the cures and promised cures, 
and the results in the Gases not prognosti- 
caved. The final results will be watcheg with 
intense interest alike by the profession and 
the laity. 


Of the cures reported cal one is that 
of a boy frem Kansas City, who was 
of tubercular disease of the hip bone. He had 
been given up: by the hospital phy- 
sicians of New York when was taken 
to see Dr. Edson last fall. In less than a 
week he was able to sleep, whieh he had not 
deen able to do for weeks.

self produces these antagonistic products, 
and anti-toxins ald and supplement the na- 
tural processes. We find that persons re- 
cover from diphtheria, typhoid fever, tuber- 
culosis, and other germ dieases unaided 
by science, and modern science only aims 
to assist nature, The proof that it ie the 
— produced by the bacilli, and not the 
acilli themselves which cause the trouble, 
lies in the fact that when anti-toxin has 
destroyed the work of the bacilli of diph- 
theria, the bacilli themselves remain there 
in the throat, harmiess, for weeks after- 
wards. The blood itself is an aseptic fluid, 
and in healthy blood no micro-organism 
can live and work injury. To introduce car. 
bolic acid into the blood is to endanger 
healthy tissue, and the first tendency is to 
attack the extremely déeMcate ultimate radi- 
cals—the filtering structure—in the kidneys, 
producing ultimacely organic disease. The 
idea of combatting the bacilli themselves 
in the bicod with chemicals ts absolutely 
wrong in principle.
